A few years ago Paris was always 
Yegarced as the headquarters of stage 
daring, but it is no longer, if we are 
to credit the dramatic critic of the 
London Daly Mail, who writes that 
cleanliness is next to theatrical 
bankruptcy in New York and that 
some of the older New York miana- 
gers are themselves ashamed of the 
type of plays they are producing. A 
sexual theme is demanded in every- 
thing theatrical, he says, from heavy 
drama to musical comedy songs. “It’s 
too clean for New York,” sald an 
American play agent to Paul Murray 
during a discussion they were having 
on Dion Titheradge’s new play, “The 
Tiger in Men,” which is to be done 
by Murray in London. The Daily 
Mail critic goes on: ‘‘There’s little 
chance in New York for anything 
which has no sex punch in it. When 
a new play is submitted to a manage- 
ment the first and inevitable question 
asked is ‘What's the sex angle?’ Even 
the old and more familiar forms of 
vice are losing their appeal. They're 
hackneyed already. Something new 
must be found. New thrills must be 
devised; hitherto shunned phases of 
sex must be exploited. One of the 
reasons British films cannot find a 
market in America is because they 
lack that essential ‘sex angle.’ 
They’re just made for the purpose of 
entertainment. That may be all 
right for England, but it would not 
pull $500 a week on Broadway.”

The greatest magter since Moliere 
of the tragi-comedy which is the 
French expression of humor, M. 
Georges Courteline, died this’ sum- 
mer, His understanding of army 
life 1s perfectly expressed in “Le 
Train de 8 heures 47," which ts 
known to all who understand and 
cherish the French language. An- 
other. masterpiece, perhaps: the. best 


known of all his works, was the dis- 
tilled humor and tragedy of fourteen 
years spent as a cierk in a Govern- 
ment bureau. If he had not in- 
vented comic situations which ap- 
peal equally to the man in the street 
and to the erudite; if he had not 
displayed a marvellous comprenen- 
sion of human frailty, Courteline 
would still be outstanding by reason 
of his excellent command of lan- 
guage. He once described himself as 
“the prey of an eternal discontent, 
making my sentence as one con- 
structs a train, from words sought 
out at the ends of the tracks, led 
gently behind miy back and linked 
together as wel] as possible.”; A 
master of the purest French, he had 
also distinguish@d himself by the 
handling of patoig and soldiers’ slang, 
with oaths five Hmes long and of the 
language peculiar to ronds-de-cuir. 
Time has only confirmed the ob- 
servatién which was made of him 
once; “He makes us laugh, but do 
not let that deceive you; he is a 
thinker, a master.”
